No grand jury in the history 
of San Bernardino County was 
ealled on for more investigations 
than the one now awaiting call 
to continue the graft probe. The 
Alford case required an investiga- 
tion of three weeks, while mumer- 
ous strike disdisturbances oceu- 
pied the attention of the jurors 
for weeks, in addition to the thor- 
ough research study of highway 
deterioriation and the subsequent 
recommendation for the preserva- 
tion of the county road system. 

S. G. Berger, the temporarily 
retired auditor, was ill at his 
home in Ontario yesterday, it was 
reported. 

W. N. Glasscock, the grand 
jury secretary, said yesterday the 
jurors were on ‘‘three hour eall’’, 
The veil of secrecy thrown about 
the investigation at the Monday 
session of the inquisitorial body 
was’ not lifted yesterday. Mr. 
Glasscock said that ‘‘the pride of 
the jury has beén hurt by the fact 
that the press discussed the in- 
quiry as much and was as well 
versed as the jury itself.’’ 


Probe of thefts of county funds 
in County Auditor S. G. Berger's of- 
fice, which may total $25,600, took an 
unexpected twist yesterday when 
County Treasurer M. W. H. Williams 
Announced persons whose payments 
to redeem lands were misappropriat- 
ed, would be asked to show receipts 
for redemption certificates issued in 
the auditor's office. 

In this way conclusive evidence of 
‘forged signatures of Treasurer Wil- 
tems or his deputies will be obtained 
to be introduced before the grand 
jury to substantiate the charge of 


~ embezziements in the handling of 


county funds in the auditor's office, 
the treasurer said. It is expected 
that the ‘receipts, to be subiected to 
an analytical comparison with hand- 
writing of employes by experts, will 
reveal whether the thefts were ac- 
complished by an _ individual or 
through a conspiracy in which others 
may become entangled.*

The Water and Power Act provides 
for the issuing of state bonds to the 
amount of $500,000,000.00 for the 
purchasing and development of water 
and power properties, and in addi- 
tion, provides for the unlimited issu- 
ing of bonds for the payment of in- 
terest and principal of bonds _prev- 
iously issued, and further pgovides 
for the issuing of bonds to meet 
operating charges of any propertigs 
operated by the Board. created by 
this Act. This is a method of 
pyramiding debt that you would not 
approve in your own business why 
approve it for the state. 


The issuing of $500,000,000.00 of 


‘}bonds would increase the state debt 


to seven times the present debt and 
would bring California's indebtedness 
to at least 40% of the total indebt- 
edness of all of the states of the 
Union. California would be sad- 
dled with a debt  $140,000,000.00 
greater than the United States as- 
sumed in building the Panama Canal. 
How much more California's debt 
would be increased by issuing bonds 
to pay interest and principal and 
operating costs no one knows, 

The Act provides for a board of 
five to be appointed by the Governor 
and it gives this board full author 
ity to issue bonds to the amount of 
$500,000,000.00 and to spend the 
money on such projects as it may 
desire. This means that this board 
of five men has a power to create 
state indebtedness 1700 times great- 
er than has the legislature. It takes 
the approval of any_ project upon 
which the board may spend — this 
money out of the hands of the peo- 
ple. There are no definite projects 
proposed, no*estimates of the cont 
of any development. The Act sim- 
ply gives to a board of five political- 
ly appointed members the vast re- 
sources of the state, and the sum of 
a half billion dollars to spend as 
they may wish, and the only part 
the taxpayer has in the transaction 
is to pay the bills. 


Remember that the Acé is not 
confined to power projects only, but 
seéks to control the waters of the 
state as well, Under this Act the 
board can condemn the whole or 
any part of the water system of the 
San Antonio Water Company or any 
other water company and deliver the 
water as it saw fit and make any 
charge for the use that it wishes, 
The directing office would be three 
or four hundreg miles away, and 
the users of the water would have 
nothing to say as to the manage- 
ment, The proponents of the Act 
}Say that while these provisions are 
in the Act, they will not be put in 
to force, Why then, should they be 
in the Act? 

Where in the southern part of 
California are there any water or 
power projects to be developed? The 
sections of the state where the pro 
posel Water and Power Act fs re 
ceiving the greatest approval are 
that have water resources for 
development and where the develop 
ment would be of benefit to those 
particular sections.

Give Public the Facets 


HE greatest piece of socialistic legisla- 

tion ever proposed in the United States 
is before the voters of, California to 
adopt or reject by an amendment to 

their constitution on November 7, the measure 
designated as the ‘‘Water and Power <Act.’’ 
Its purpose is to place the water resources of 
California in control of a state commission 
of five men to be appointed by the governor. 
It would authorize the issuance by this com- 
mission of $500,000,000 in state bonds to 
finance construction-by the state of engineer: 
ing works to provide for water and irrigatio 
and to develop electric power. ) 
The message has a direct bearing on t 
eleven great water power states west of 
North Dakota and Texas for its adoption by, 
California would undoubtedly start an epidemi 
of socialism throughout these states. 

Reviewing the water power situation, the 
Mercantile Trust Company of San Francisco 
has published an exhaustive and illuminating 
report which gives facts not eommonly under- 
stood by the average citizen. 1 

The report says the most frequently re- 
ported arguments in favor of the act are ‘‘that 
water and power resources are rapidly passing 
into private ownership—that a more rapid 
rate of power development is imperative and 
that only by creating a new state commission, 
backed by $500,000,000 in bond money can 
this be brought about.”’ 

The report then goes on to show that 85 
per cent of the potential water power of the 
United States, on statement of the Federal 
Power Commission, is under federal control. 
Virtually all the undeveloped water power 
in California and much already developed is 
under the same federal control. 

Also that the drastic, uncertain and pro- 
hibitive restrictions imposed by the federal 
government in force at that time relative to 
the development of water power resources of 
the West, under the then existing form of 
regulagjon, resulted in discouraging the invest- 
ment of capital in water power development 












_with resulting disadvantage to western states 


and that the restrictions thus imposed virtually 
smounted to an invasion of .state’s rights. 

In closing its article the Mercantile Trust 
Company says, ‘‘A careful comparison of the 
federal power act with the proposed state 
amendment will clearly reveal to anyone that 
the state scheme places no safeguards about 
water power resources that are not already 
provided more definitely and sensibly in the 
federal act. 

“Today under the careful control of the 
Federal Power Commission, co-operating with 
the State Department of Publie Works and 
the State Publie Utility Commission, the water 
power resources of California are effectively 
developed and controlled for the

ISTORY, particularly that portion 

which deais with the Itntrigues 
and plots that honeycombed the courts 
of Europe during the Eighteenth cen- 
tury, is filled with the accounts of a 
humber of unusual personages—but it 
is doubtful if any of these are quite 
as remarkable as the ones connected 
with the career of the Chevalier 
d’Eon, whose exploits were directly 
responsible for much of the glory which 
surrounds the name of Louis XV. 

Born at» Tonnere, France, in 1728, 
Charles Genevieve Louis Auguste An- 
dree Timothee d’Eon ae Beaumont de- 
veloped a talent early in life for 
impersonating members of either sex 
with a facility which appears to have 
been little less than marvelous. In 
fact, the mystery which surrounds the 
true sex of this adventurer—or adven- 
turess—becomes more startling with 
the examination of each exploit. Ac- 
cording to contemporary historians, 
d’Eon was able to appear either as a 
man or as a woman, with an ease 
which rendered penetration of his dis- 
guise impossible, and his ability in 
this line gained for him (the mascu- 
line pronoun being used advisedly) a 
position at the head of the secret 
agents employed by Louis, and it whs 
not long before he became the most 
accomplished spy who ever delved Into 
the secrets of a court or divined the 
intention of a ruler. 

Part of the time he would be the 
Chevalier d’Kon, dashing, debonair and 
fearless. Then the chevalier would 
allow it to be known that he was 
going somewhere on a visit, and a 
beautiful woman—versed in all the 
arts which make men open their hearts 
and their lips, forgetful of the seal of 
secrecy which they would never lift 
to their closest male friend—would 
appear, and another report would soon 
be on its way to the private sanctum 
of the king. 

No one suspected that the dashing 
chevalier and the flirtatious coquette 
were one and the same, though when 
the exposure was finally made, even 
his enemies had the grace to say that 
d’Eon had “fought over half of Europe 
and flirted over the other haif.” In 
Paris, in London, in Rome and in 
Genoa, the chevalier added success 
after success to his long Ust of vic- 
tories, prying into secrets and ferret- 
ing out the truth when the greatest 
spies of five kingdoms had utterly 
failed. 

But it was while at the court of the 
Empress Elizabeth of Russia, in the 
feminine role, that the chevalier 
achieved his crowning triumph. Bu- 
rope was then on the verge of the 
Seven Years’ war, and Louis desired 
an alliance with Russia. One after an- 
other the veterans of the diplomatic 
service returned to Paris, stoop- 
shouldered and beaten. The imperial 
palace, they said, was closed to them. 
The empress would have none of their 
advice. She was adamant in her de- 
cision to stand aloof in the struggle 
which was approaching. 

As a last resort, d’Eon was dis- 
patched to Moscow, and before many 
weeks had passed, it began to be ru- 
mored about the Russian capital that 
her majesty had a new matd of honor 
who appeared to have a strange hold 
over the queen. The girl, as charming 
as she was pretty, was careful not to 
play her cards too rapidly, but she 
lost no opportunity to shift the con- 
versation to a discussion of diplomacy 
and at first to suggest and then to 
prove the wisdom of an ‘alliance be- 
tween France, Russia and Austria 
against. Frederick the Great. Little by 
little the. decision of the queen began 
to crumble, and, some two weeks after 
the new maid of honor disappeared 
from the palace—which was about the 
same time that d’Eon was making his 
report to Louis—it became known that 
the alliance would be ratified at an 
early date, thus completely altering 
the map of Europe. 

This, however, was destined to be 
the chevalier’s last success. He was 
growing old, and lines were appearing 
in his face which ft was difficult to 
hide by the application of cosmetics. 
Following an almost total collapse of 
his plans at the Court of St. James, in 
London, d’Eon retired from public life, 
and, during the 33 years which elapsed 
before his death, he dressed contin- 
ually as a wowpan, using the name 
“Mme. d’Eon.” This would appear to 
lend weight to the belief that he be- 
longed to the feminine sex, but beyond 
the fact that he was one of the world’s 
super-sples, nothing definite has ever 
been @fscovered about the ambi-séx- 
treus chevalier.

The jury returned the verdict of 











manslaughter at 11:30 o’clock. 

The case was submitted to the jury 
late in the afternoon. 

In his closing argument Special 
Deputy District Attorney Frank T. 
Bates appealed to the jurors to con- 
vict Talkington of murder and im- 
pose the death penalty.

The Government has reduced its estimate of this year’s cotton crop 
to 10,185,000 bales as compared with the previous forecast of 10,575,000 


bales and last year’s crop of 7,954,000 bales. It now looks as if this year’s 
supply was about 2 million bales smaller than last year, This year the 
carry-over was slightly less than three million bales, which, in round numbers, 
makes the 1922-23 supply 13 million bales, while last year the carry-over 
was 7 million bales, giving a total supply of 15 million bales. Today's 
market «is 184 cents higher than it was a year ago, and Sty cents higher 


than the pre-war price of June 1914. 


The price of Sinshiu No, 1 Silk is a dollar higher than last month. 
It is the highest price since 1920, and three dollars above the price reached 
during the recent depression. The present high price seems to be the result 
of heavy imports into*the United States and the consequent large withdrawal 
on the Japanese supply. It is reported that the Japanese carry-over at the 
beginning of this season was only 8,000 bales as compared with 66,000 bales 
last year and 23,000 bales in 1920, 
the past ‘month and 85 cents in the past year, making an inerease of $4.20 


China ilk has advanced 15 cents in 
over the market of June 1914.) Japanese silk has inereased one dollar in 
the past month and $1.90 in the last year, making a total of $3.95 over the 
market of June 1914, 


Wool prices have remained firm during the last month notwithstanding . 


the comparatively high level at which they are ruling, Stoeks of wool as 
reported by the Bureau of Census are not excessive as compared with recent 
years, consumption is running at a high rate, and imports, although running 
fairly large, are well below the rate of consumption. Stoeks of wool on 
hand in the country at the end of June amounted to 479 million pounds, 
as compared with 490 million pounds a year ago, The high point reached 
during the last four years was in 1919, when stocks amounted to 616 million 
pounds. The low point was in September, 1920, when they amounted to 
437 million pounds. Wool has advanced 51 cents a pound over the price 


of a year ago, and 67 cents a pound over the price of June, 1914,

Motorists in this section of the 
state are in constant danger of acci- 
dents from careless truck drivers 
who fail to use rear-sight mirrors 


and make turns without looking be- 





plaints made to officials of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California. 

In some instances, it is pointed 
out, truck and delivery-wagon driv- 
ers even fail to provide their vehi- 
cles with tail-lights in good working 
order, evading the law in this re- 
spect on roads and streets where 
they think they will not be observed 
by traffic officers. 

Officials of the Automobile Club 
are calling the attention of traffic 
authorities to this practice in hopes 
that steps may be taken to protect 
travellers on the highways and force 
the commercial vehicles to provide 
themselves with the ordinary safety 
devices as outlined in the state laws. 

Complaints filed with the club say 
that in many cases the trucks are 
provided with something that an- 
swers the legal description of a 
mirror for seeing if the road is clear 
behind, but that these so-called mir- 
rors are often so dirty that no hu- 
man being could see a reflection in 
them.

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Splendid Building Record 
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Fifty-one permits issued by the On- 
tario city building department during 
the month just closed rolled up a 
total for October of $138,970, which 
brings the total for the year to date 
to $921,035. 

Of the 51 permits issued, 32, or 
well over half, were for new dwell- 
ings, which makes a total of 197 per- 
mits issued for new homes in On- 
tario since the first of the year, a 
sure indication of big growth. 

Only two of the permits issued 
during the month were for amounts 
exceeding four figures, that to W. 
L. Benedict for a store building be- 
ing $10,000, and that to Wolfe & 
Couch for a garage being in the 
amount of $20,000. The large ma- 
jority were for. dwellings ranging in 
cost from $3,000 to $5,000. 

With two months more to go and 
with many buildings now in course 
of planning, there is every indication 
that the million-dollar mark will have 
been considerably exceeded by Jan. 
1.. The present total for the year is 
almost double that of last year to 
date, $486,248. The total number of 
permits issued for the year to date 
is 345, as compared to 269 last year 
to date. 





Pearson Case Dismissed 


The case against H. B. Pearson, 
famous as the original of the char- 
acter “Horace P. Blanton,” of Harold 
Bell Wright’s well-known novel of 
the Imperial Valley, ,“The Winning 
of Barbara Worth,’ who was arrest- 
ed in July on‘a charge of passing 
a worthless check and of defrauding 
hotel and restaurant keepers here, 
was dismisseq ‘Tuesday afternoon at 
the preliminary examination in Judge 
George R. Holfrook’s court. 

Motion for the dismissal of the 
case was made by District Attorney 
T. W. Duckworth after Mr. Pearson 
had made good the claims of Leo 
A. Ketas for $120 and of M. P. 
Whitney for $33) Mr. Pearson was 
charged with ' issuing a worthless 


#40, ‘but it developed in court that 
the check had been given the hotel- 
keeper with the understanding that 
he would hold “it until such time-as 
Mr. Pearson notified him that there 
were funds in the bank to cover it. 

At the time of his alleged fraudu- 
lent transactions, Mr. Pearson was 
conducting a concern here for the 
manufacture of a cereal substitute 
for coffee. At the preliminary he 
denied’ that he had ever intended to 
defraud anyone and that hé was ever 
a fugitive from justice, pointing out 
that he had deliberately given him- 
self up to Chief of Police W. O. 
Hardy wher he chanced to’ see the 
officer on the streets of Los Angeles. 

Mr. Pearson was at one time mayor 
of El Centro and is credited with 
being the first man to ship canta- 
loupes out of the Imperial Valley. 
Archie D. Mitchell appeared as his 
attorney in ‘court. 





Flays Football. 


“How can we expect success in 
government if we permit amusements 
to occupy the principal attention of

asked Judge Charles G. Neeley, in 
senring the modern craze for foot- 
hall and dancing, in an address on 
government before the members of 
the Ontario Chamber of Commerce 
in Forum luncheon meeting at the 
Hotpoint Club Tuesday afternoon. 

In scoring football, Judge, Neeley. 
who is an instructor at Pomona Col- 
lege. Claremont, declared that he was 
opposed to “government of the fac- 
uitv, by the faculty for football,” 
adding that the faculty was éntrust- 
ed with the expenditure of a big 
trust fund for the education of the 
voung people of the district and not 
for football. 

In referring to dancing, to which 
he declared himself not opposed in 
its proper place, Judge Neeley assert- 
ed that “we cannot expect to make 
successful men and women of the 
future by educating them to dance. 
We have got to have trained minds 
to make successful ‘government for 
the people.’” 

The speaker went on to say that 
the peonle of California had poured 
out cash like water for the educa- 
tion of their young, and added that 
{t was largely being wasted by per- 
mitting youths’ indulgence in foot- 
ball and the dance. 

The keynote of Judge Neeley’s ad- 
dress was that “where there is no 
vision the people become lawless,” 
and in conclusion he declared that 
vision. required serious thought and 
study. 

H. EF. Swan, President of the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce, presid- 
ed at the luncheon, and Arthur J. 
Stinton, tenor, sang two solos. More 
than 75 attended.

BIG BOND ISSUE WILL 
CAUSE INCREASE 
IN TAKES 


“Some people may think that the 
King’s Tax Bill went to the limit 
in raising money by taxation in 
California, but if the people vote 
the Water and Power Act with its 
bond issue of $500,000,000, and with 
the accruing interest and sinking 
fund which must be paid every year, 
the man who frames the next tax 
bill will have to erect a skyscraper 
where I built only a bungalow,” said 
Senator Lyman M. King, author of 
the King Tax Law and recognized 
as one of California’s most studious 
economists, in addressing a mass 
meeting at Scottish Rite Hall last 
night. 


Senator King renounced any in- 
tention of discussing the proposed 
Water and Power Amendment to 
the Constitution, either for or against 
public or private ownership of pub- 
lih’ utilities. He objected to the 
amendment because it is loosely 
drafted and because it includes near- 
ly all kinds of personal and private 
business and places them within the 
hands of a State Commission which 
has power to take over the control 
of the mutual water and irrigation 
companies. These, he said, afe es- 
sentially private concerns and have 
been the predominating factor in 
developing the farm lands of Cali- 
fornia and creating the cities and 
towns which are scattered through- 
out the rural communities. 


“This amendment,” continued Sen- 
ator King, “contains provisions which 
place it within the power of five un- 
known men to raid practically every 
dusiness in the state—your business, 
my business, and everybody's busi- 
ness—and I feel it my duty to give 
those who are entitled to vote at 
the coming election my analysis of 
this unusual, ill-conceived and care- 
lessly drawn act, 

The senator explained that the 
measure was an amendment to the 
Constitution and not a statute, and 
that it could only be changed by 
another constitutional amendment. 

“The State Legislature,” he said, 
“composed of senate and assembly, 
and its acts subject to veto by the 
Governor elected by the people, can 
only vote $300,000 in one year as an 
appropriation. This constitutional 
amendment appropriates $500,000,000, 
the interest alone upon which, at 
five per cent, amounts to $25,000,000, 
with an annual sinking fund of $10,-

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analysis of the amendment, the sen- 
ator showed that the property va

He questioned the adequacy 
of $500,000,000 to do the job, call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
development programs now being 
worked out and ebsolutely necessary 
to supply the electric demands of a 
growing community, amount to one 
billion dollars, exclusive of the pres- 
ent investment in electrical proper- 
ties in the state. Calling attention 
to the loose manner in which the 
amendment is drawn and .its mani- 
fest defects, which the corporations 
on behalf of their stock and bond 
holders would naturally attack, he 
said it would be subject to almost 
interminable litigation, and if car 
ried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, as it undoubtedly 
would be, would protract litigation 
for at least ten years. During this 
time no financing of hydro-electric 
properties could continue and no 
money could be borrowed to carry 
on the development programs which 
will cost from 1923 on approximate. 
ly $100,000,000 per year. This would 
automatically result, he said, in a 
power shortage, such as menaced the 
country in the latter part of the war 
period and which came near to caus- 
ing a state-wide calamity. 

“If there are four members of 


your family,” said Senator King, ‘“‘it 
would amount to this, should the 
Water and Power Constitutional 
Amendment carry. You would find 
it would place a mortgage of $644.00 
on your home. California has now 
a debt of $15.66 per capita, as com- 
pared with $6.47 per capita net debt 
in thirty-three other states, as shown 
by the latest available statistics. 
The bonded indebtedness of Cali- 
fornia Is today greater than that of 
finy *other state, with the exception 
of New York and Massachusetts. If 
tke water and power bonds of $500,- 
000,000 were added to the, present 
debt of California, the debt would 
represent over forty per cent of the 
aggregate debt of all the states in 
the Union. Your individual per 
capita of this debt would be $161.67, 
a jump of $145.90 from your present 
per capita, and the sum per capita 
would apply to your wife, your child 
and your baby. 

‘If the state goes into the power 
business,” said Senator King in con- 
clusion, “from eight to ten years 
will be required to build up mar- 
kets for the electricity that it would 
develop. During this period, little or 
no revenue could be expected, but 
interest and sinking fund would be
